Ancient maritime naming 
ceremony sees off Cutty 
Sark’s (dilapidated) sister

T he world’s oldest tea clipper City of 
Adelaide was given a royal send off 
on Friday at a ceremony in Greenwich 
ahead of its return to South Australia. 
The Duke of Edinburgh, officially renaming 
the vessel beside its sister ship the Cutty Sark. 

He said: “I declare this ship is now going to 
be called City of Adelaide, I hope she has a long 
and successful career in her reincarnation.” 

The vessel built in 1864 is the only surviving 
purpose-built ship which took migrants from 
Europe to Australia. Originally called the City 
of Adelaide, the clipper was renamed HMS 
Carriclc when purchased by the Royal Navy 
in 1923. This was to avoid confusion with the 
cruiser HMAS Adelaide that had recently been 
commissioned in the Royal Australian Navy. 

Honorary Captain Andrew Chapman, whose 
great-great-grandfather travelled from Adelaide 
back to England on the ship, performed a 
purging ceremony which involved burning its 
old written name to honour a mariners’ legend 
- the name was purged from the Ledger of the 
Deep and Neptune’s memory. 

Champagne was then poured into the 
Thames and then thrown in four directions to 
appease the gods of the four winds - splashing 
the audience and much to the Duke’s delight 
who commented that the ceremony was “very 
Australian”. 

The vessel’s sailing days ended in 1893 but it 
continued to serve as a floating hospital and 
then a training ship, until sinking in a dock in 
Glasgow in 1991. 

It lay on the bottom of the River Clyde for 
a year before being raised and moved to the 
banks of the River Irvine. 

In 2001 Prince Philip led a group to save

W hen Deptford Dockyard 
was named alongside 
Venice on the World 
Monuments Fund’s 

watchlist for 2014 it raised eyebrows 
from those unaware of its prestigious 
history. 

But not among a group who are 
determined to protect the area - once 
Henry VHTs Royal Naval Dockyard - 
from a developer which has submitted 
plans for 3,500 new homes, including 
a 48-storey skyscraper. 

Hong Kong-based Hutchison 
Whampoa is behind the plans for 


Convoys Wharf, which it says offers 
a “major opportunity to regenerate 
Deptford” and “open up this key 
area of riverside for the first time in 
generations”. 

It sounds good, but conservationists 
have their concerns. Deptford’s history 
is as rich as neighbouring Greenwich 
- a Unesco World Heritage site - but 
you have to look beyond the surface 
grime. 

Jon Wright from the Deptford Is... 
group, leading the campaign, said: 
“Part of the problem of Deptford is the 
perceived invisibility to everybody. 

“That’s clear from the interest the 
WMF announcement has created. 
People are saying ‘I didn’t know it had 
that history’. 

“Fragmented remains exist but 
there’s much beneath the surface 
that survived. If that was visible, 
people would really be able to see the 
history.” 

It was London’s first royal 
dockyard, and is celebrating its 500th 
anniversary this year. 

Along with Woolwich and 
Greenwich it was the backbone of 
Britain’s naval dominance. 

Ships were built there for 350 years 
and it served for a time as naval 



headquarters. But its location and 
shallow river along with the end of 
the Napoleonic Wars saw it fall into 
disuse after 1830. However, during its 
time it was associated with mariners 
such as Sir Francis Drake, Sir Walter 
Raleigh and Captain James Cook. 

Many of the structures were 
covered in concrete after the Second 
World War and conservationists now 
fear they will be lost forever with the 
Convoys Wharf scheme. 

Jon said: “We feel strongly the 
planning application isn’t looking 
after what we already know about 
what has survived in the place. The 
resistance has been about that and 
trying to get a better deal. 

“The precedent for 48-storey 
buildings is on the other side of the 
river. It will affect the views of the 
World Heritage Site in Greenwich. 
The development will have a greatly 
detrimental impact on what exists 
underground.”

Company, representing the parkland, 
which is also on the WMF watchlist 
(see panel), said she wasn’t protesting 
against development of the now 
largely barren site, she just wanted to 
see history respected. 

She said: “Of course developers need 
to make the most profit they can but 
what they do needs to be in the context 
of what’s best for the area.” 

Jon added: “It should be done for the 
benefit of local people, the developers 
and for future generations. What’s 
been proposed on the last three 
occasions doesn’t do that.

SAYES COURT GARDENS 


■ Deptford Docks are inextricably 
linked to Sayes Court Gardens, 
which was included on the WMF 
watchlist. 

■ Conservationists say the area 
once owned by diarist John Evelyn 
provides the "intellectual link" to 
the docks. 

■ Roo Angell said when 
shipbuilding first began, wood 
was in short supply. 

■ So Evelyn (1620-1706) wrote 
Sylva, Or A Discourse Of Forest 


Trees addressing the issue and to 
encourage the British public to 
plant trees. 

■ "It was an enormous success and 
millions of trees were planted," 
said Roo. 

■ In 1884, a descendant of the 
diarist, WJ Evelyn, wanted to give 
the park to the public but there 
was no structure to hold property 
for general benefit. The impasse 
led to the formation of the 
National Trust. 


“And that’s a shame because there’s 
a scheme to redevelop the dockyard - 
it’s just this isn’t it.” 

The dockyard was proposed for 
the watch by the Council for British 
Architecture. 

Claire Price of the 
CBA said: “We’re not 
saying development for 
this area is a bad thing 
but that development 
needs to be right for 
the area. 

‘The history here 
is being ignored and 
there’s an opportunity 
to make this a unique 
place and take into 
account the historic 
location and using that 
as a catalyst for the 
development.” 

Hutchison Whampoa 
commissioned an archeological 
survey two years ago but it has yet to 
be published in full. 

Jon said: “How can you decide your 
planning application if you don’t 
know all the basics. This has all been 
done the wrong way.” 


A Hutchison Whampoa spokesman 
said: “The results of these investi¬ 
gations were published in interim 
form in 2013 and were included in 
the Environmental Statement and 
the Heritage Strategy 
and submitted as key 
elements of the April 
2013 outline planning 
application. 

“A post excavation 
assessment report 
was prepared in May 
2013 by Museum of 
London Archaeology 
as a milestone to full 
publication.” 

Regarding the area 
being put on the 
WMF watchlist, the 
spokesman said: “HW 
and its team have fully 
evaluated the site’s 
rich history and the 2013 masterplan 
has allowed the history and heritage 
of the site to inform the layouts of 
spaces and buildings.” 

Lewisham Council is due to decide 
on the outline planning application 
early next year.

Industrial 
marvels of 
their age 

AT THEIR height, the Royal 
Dockyards were the greatest indus¬ 
trial enterprise of their age. 

By 1809, the Royal Navy had 
732 ships and 140,000 men, many 
skilled in the crafts of rope-making, 
carpentry and sail-making. 

Dr Quintin Colville, co-curator of 
the Nelson, Navy, Nation gallery 
at the National Maritime Museum, 
which has an exhibit on the docks 
said: "These dockyard environments 
must have seemed like a very 
high-tech world in the context of 
the 18th century. There was nothing 
like them. A ship of 74 tons would 
require thousands of trees and 
would take years to build.

NEWHAM A seized Lamborghini Aventador has been sold for £208,000 by 
police after the owner failed to claim it.

Rush-hour service hit as 
woman dies under train

A fourth man, James Hamilton, 27, of New 
Festival Avenue in Poplar, is also charged with 
violent disorder. 

A trial date has been set for January 13.

Yes to yacht 
moored at 
Excel centre

NEWHAM Council’s planning 
committee has approved the latest 
plans by Sunborn to bring a yacht 
back to the Royal Docks. 

The decision was made last week at 
the same time as councillors rejected 
plans for a 20-storey hotel near where 
the ship will be placed. 

In 2011, Sunborn won approval from 
the council to build a new yacht and 
place it by the Excel for a minimum of 
15 years.

A s well as protecting people 
and property - and training 
David Beckham to drive a 
speedboat for the Olympics - 
the Marine Policing Unit at Wapping 
has another client base - the river’s 
varied wildlife. 

The 76-strong force is responsible for 
policing 47 miles of the River Thames 
between Dartford and Hampton Court 
and provides response to over 250 
miles of waterways with 22 vessels. 

But resources are stretched and 
there are fears that the wildlife on 
the Thames will imminently lose their 
champions. 

The Met Police’s 

Wildlife Crime Unit 
is part-funded 
by the World 
Society for 
the Protection 1 
of Animals 
(WSPA) to the 
tune of £100,000 but 
the agreement ends in 

April next year, raising fears 
that the unit will be disbanded. 

The WCU investigates cruelty 
as well as trying to stamp out the 
growing trade in exotic and endan¬ 
gered species. 

As part of his work against crime 
on the water, PC Nick Bultitude 

also volunteers as an officer with 
the Wildlife Crime Unit. He sees the 
variety of wildlife that makes the 
Thames its home. 

PC Bultitude said: “The Thames is 
home to harbour seals and common 
grey seals mainly around Greenwich 



and the Barking area and they can be 
huge. 

‘We have even rescued a seal from 
the House of Commons. 

‘We wrapped him up in a big coat 
and took him down to the estuary so 
he could join the colony of seals down 
at the Isle of Sheppey. 

‘There is also a resident seal at 
Billingsgate - the market tries to 
encourage him to leave but he has a 
readily available source of food so 
he is staying put and is pretty happy 
there.” 

PC Bultitude has recently led Project 
Ghille, an initiative to work against 
poaching and fishery-related crime. 

He said: ‘There is a 
huge range of fish 
in the Thames from 
fresh water and sea 
species including 
mullet and carp. 

We are currently 
concerned about eels - they have 
endangered status and there has been 
a huge problem with elver fishing. 

“People were making a huge 
amount of money from selling elvers 
to the restaurant trade and there are a 
lot of people that fish the banks of the 
Thames primarily for eels. 

‘Tactics used by less environmen¬ 
tally aware fisherman can cause 
problems too, fishing lines are strung 
out with hooks and left for days but 
this is very indiscriminate in what it 
catches - so we have problems with 
wildfowl and swans being trapped 
and strangled with these lines.

Basin a month ago - one of the newly 
hatched cygnets got caught and died. 

“Cruelty cases we come across 
include fighting dogs being thrown 
into the river when they have come 
to the end of their lives, lost a fight or 
have lost their kudos. 

“Only two weeks ago there was 
a Staffie in the river - this is quite 
common across east London.” 

WSPA stepped in with emergency 
funding for WCU in January 2012 amid 
fears that the specialist knowledge 
within the unit would be lost as 
budget cuts hit the public sector. 

The WSPA has been campaigning 
for full statutory funding for the 
wildlife police, and on October 9, 
the London Assembly unanimously 
backed a motion calling on the Mayor 
to step in and fill the funding gap left 
by the departure of the WSPA. 

Assembly member Steve O’Connell, 
who is also an adviser for the Mayor’s 
Office for Policing and Crime proposed 
the motion. 

He said: “I believe that the Met should 


have direct expertise on an issue that 
not only protects wild animals but 
also has links to organised crime. 

“We need to recognise the excellent 
work of the WCU and the invaluable 
specialist knowledge that they provide 
to Londoners - something that is 
relatively inexpensive to maintain.” 

W SPA UK campaigns 
director Simon Pope said: 
‘WSPA hopes that [Mayor 
Boris Johnson] will be able 
to find the £100,000 needed to keep 
the unit going at its current staffing 
levels and initiate a drive for public 
awareness of wildlife crime.” 

In 2012 it cost around £260,000 to 
run the WCU, £160,000 of this was 
provided by the Metropolitan Police 
Service and the remainder by WSPA. 

This money is critical to the WCU’s 
ability to deliver policing on wildlife 
crime in London. 

Between 2012 and 2013 it allowed 
them to launch two new operations, 
boost incident reporting by over 250

Nature is no panacea, it is not 
a portal to lost innocence but it 
does, as the film shows, return a 
prematurely jaded teenager to a 
"childlike sense of wonder". 

"I used to think this was about 
children's tastes changing," Bond 
says in his documentary Project 
Wild Thing (explored further on 
Page 52). "But this is about the 
barriers adults have put up." 

A few years ago, when 
capitalism looked like a busted 
flush, there was an appetite for a 
less aggressive more harmonious 
way of life. 

There was no revolution, of 
course.

Delays, mismanagement and 
lack of action built one on another 
leading to a collapse in scheduling 
and oversight. 

Blunders include the continuing 
failure of new lifts - with 
engineers having to come from 
Germany each time. 

Critics have regarded the 
latest spring completion date as 
"promising". 

However, Friends of Greenwich 
and Woolwich Foot Tunnels say 
disruption is continuing. 

Dr Francis Sedgemore said: 

"The biggest issue is at Greenwich 
where we havre stairwells 
boarded up giving about a metre 
space to be shared between 
pedestrians and cyclists lugging 
their bikes. 

"And every time the lifts break 
down the engineers are based in 
Germany and have to order parts 
and then come over. It's a very 
expensive process." 

The report by John Willmoth 
of Hill International into the foot 
tunnels said the problems were 
due to a mixture of failings from 
the council and its contractors into 
the f11.5million project. 

It said the project was rushed 
due to the need for the tunnels 
to be fully open before the 
Olympics, a catalogue of issues 
with contractors - which, in some 
cases, worked against specs, 
and an inertia in the council's 
management team, which failed to 
act on problems early enough. 

One of the criticised contractors, 
Hyder, is still working on high- 


profile projects with Greenwich. 

Caroline Pidgeon, leader of 
the Liberal Democrat's London 
Assembly group, said: "Finally 
some information has come to 
light as to why the upgrades 
to the tunnels took so long and 
incredibly are still in such a poor 
condition. 

"Reading the report it does 
seem that fault lies equally 
with Greenwich Council and the 
contractors. 

"Greenwich Council must now 
apologise to the tens of thousands 
of pedestrians and cyclists who 
rely on these tunnels but were 
never kept properly informed 
while the disruption over the 
tunnel closures dragged on over 
such a long period of time." 

And Dr Sedgemore called for 
the "management problems" 
highlighted in the report to be 
investigated. 

"There are questions over the 
previous contracts and the money 
spent before the cancellation of 
those contracts," he said. "There 
should be a full account on that in 
due course." 

In response Greenwich Council 
said the "unique heritage 
project" had "unprecedented 
and unforeseen complexities" 
but added it had appointed a 
new contractor to work on the 
refurbishment. 

A spokeswoman said: "The 
Royal Borough again apologises 
for the delays and we would like 
to thank tunnel users for their 
patience. Our focus now is to 
complete the works in as short a 
time frame as possible."

T he mere mention of Shake¬ 
speare can cause heart palpi¬ 
tations, his language and 
text as baffling to many as 
Einstein’s E=mc 2 . 

And when even some of the biggest 
stars of stage and screen such as 
Mark Rylance, the former director of 
Shakespeare’s Globe, and Sir Michael 
Gambon, who has played Othello, 
Macbeth and Coriolanus, say they 
often feel baffled by the Bard, how can 
a passion for the work of England’s 
national poet hope to be ignited? 

Muse Of Fire, part of Arts Council 
England’s El.lmillion funded Family 
Arts Festival, may be just the intro¬ 
duction to his work that is needed. 

The production is a story-based 
treasure hunt, directed and produced 
by Globe Education, which invites 
families to adventure into the world of 
Shakespeare’s plays - with a little help 
from a colourful band of characters. 

From Henry VIII, Macbeth, and 
Henry V to Julius Caesar and Romeo 
And Juliet, audiences are introduced to 
some of the bard’s greatest plays. 

As part of the experience families 
get to explore the whole of the Globe 
and meet, among others, a master 
of magic in an underground forest, 
puppets in an abandoned library, and 
an Elizabethan hermit hiding under 
the stage.

A revival of David Storey's 

powerful 1970 play Home is 
performed by Seared, a 
company that specialises in work 
that is provocative and politically 
conscious, aiming to resurrect 
classics, bringing them to a new 
audience.

The challenging themes 
are handled adroitly and 
intelligently while subplots 
that occupied chapters in the 
book are suggested and then, 
frustratingly, forgotten.

M ason is 10. He looks out on 
Canary Wharf from his 
high-rise. He wants to take 
film-maker David Bond on 
a tour of his manor, where he takes his 
dog for a walk to the patch of green 
that is his meagre playground. 

“People moan at us for playing ball 
games,” he says as he heads past the 
forbidding signs and down the “curly 
wurly” stairs of his concrete jungle. 

And then there it is, a patch of scrub 
no bigger than a saloon car. They have 
to sidestep the dog poo because, being 
the only green around, it is the sole 
dog toilet too. My dog loves this grass 
says Mason, who loves it too, although 
he’d love a proper play area more. 

He shows Bond a building site. 
‘There was quite a bit of greenery 
but they’ve put buildings on to it and 
they’ve taken space from us and it’s 
not fair.”

■ Children are so divorced from 
the world outdoors that their 
lack of understanding poses a 
threat to nature.

ultimate playground” - and a selling 
point - the confidence that children 
gain from climbing a tree or facing a 
fear. 

The film charts the highs and lows 
of his campaign as he launches apps, 
wins pledges and market-tests nature 
on children and finds them initially 
sceptical but then quickly receptive to 
the idea once they see the potential. 

Bond says: ‘They do like my product 
but without branding around it, they 
get it or choose it.” 

It is perhaps the adults’ bubble 
wrap mindset that 
presents the greatest 
obstacle.

It’s the all-pervading, 
statistically insignif¬ 
icant fear of the paedo¬ 
phile that has helped turn children 
into prisoners with consequences that 
include higher rates of depression, 
ADHD and obesity.

I n Canary Wharf-terms 
Pizza Express has seem¬ 
ingly been here for 
ever. Perched at the top 
of Cabot Place East, it stands 
proud and paternal next to 
brazen young guns Nando’s, 
Byron and Itsu. 

If the prospect of riding 
three escalators up from the 
depths of the mall has been too 
much so far, let me give you a 
run-down. Diners sit under a 
dizzying domed roof that caps 
the quartet of restaurants. 

Given Pizza Express’s 
longevity in Canary Wharf 
it was due a makeover and 
the work done has taken its 



somewhat sterile interior and 
ramped it up a notch. 

Dark comfy, padded 
benches and intimate booths 
are a welcome addition. 
However, on an autumnal 
evening with a nip in the air 
the restaurant’s open front 
made for chilly dining. More 
heating wouldn’t go amiss. 

The warming food helped 
resist the need for coats, 
especially the Calabrese, 
fulfilling its promise as the 
“hottest pizza”, on the menu, 
topped with spicy Calabrese 
sausage, hot soft n’duja 


sausage and finely chopped 
red chillies. I was struck down 
with food envy - my choice of 
Polpette Bolognese was a bit 
heavy on the sauce and rocket 
salad, although the meatballs 
were perfect. 

If you’re hungry then 
start with the classic Italian 
antipasto - a bounty of meats, 
olives, tomatoes and dough 
sticks to share. 

And if you’re greedy, round 
off the meal with a delicious 
chocolate glory or a toffee 
fudge glory. 

Good fresh dishes have 
been the key to Pizza Express 
maintaining it’s place at the 
top of the mall where others 
like Chili’s are sadly long 
departed. Now it’s got comfy 
seats as well.

The City 

A lphonso and Dean are full of glee. 

They're enjoying their jobs - somme¬ 
lier and waiter respectively. And, 
because they're relaxed and happy, we're 
free to enjoy AD12 in its best possible light. 

Anthony Demetre's pop up, hoisted 
halfway up Tower 42 in the City doesn't 
feel like a temporary hodgepodge in 
anticipation of the arrival of another Jason 
Atherton gig next year. 

Instead it's as if a renegade band of top 
level cooks and front of house staff have 
decided to throw off the yoke and do 
everything the way it should be done. It's 
only 12 weeks after all. 

This, presumably, explains Alphonso's 
largesse in expertly matching a wine to 
each cheese on the cheeseboard we finish 
with. 

That the food is on song, chimes 
perfectly. It's not simple cooking and, 
perhaps, not to all tastes. But there's class 
and skill in spades, expressed with a free 
hand on the plate. 

We eat artful plates of Scottish scallop 
in eel bouillon, slow poached egg with 
grapefruit relish, grilled beef with bone 
marrow and autumn vegetables and rabbit

saddle and shoulder with cottage pie. All 
dainty and delicate.

S cents of cinnamon and 
spiced apple mixed with 
the sounds of Sister 
Sledge's We Are Family 
permeated the air as we 
relaxed into the vintage 
furniture at Little Nan's Bar. 

And the music trilling from 
the speakers couldn't have 
been more apt for a cocktail 
cream tea with family at its 
core. 

China teacups filled to 
the brim with a variety of 
intriguing alcoholic creations, 
whipped up by owner Tristan 
Scutt, appeared from the bar, 
while he enlisted the help 
of his bubbly mum and her 
baking skills to cater to the 
bustling crowds. 

Everything from the 
crockery, tablecloths and 
vases to the carpets and 
cushions was sourced from 
his nan - hence the bar's 
name - creating a chilled 
out vibe that's perfect for 
socialising. 

And my friends and I were 
in for a treat, as a pretty cake 
stand packed with sandwich 
selections, pork pies, scones 
and sweets arrived in our 





corner of the room. We 
polished off the egg mayon¬ 
naise and salmon and rocket 
varieties - nestled between 
generous slices rather than 
thin slivers of bread - before 
indulging in the hearty, 
bready scones. 


Served up with clotted 
cream and jam in glasses 
from a bygone era, they were 
perfect, as were the moreish 
slabs of victoria sponge cake, 
cookies and shortbread that 
followed. 

But, of course, that was 
only half the story. 

Adding to our afternoon 
of indulgence were glasses 
of the Princess Cat, a gin 
and elderflower cocktail 
- specially created for my 
friend's birthday - as well as 
cups of Little Nan's signature 
mulled apple and spiced rum 
blend.

W e’re increasingly 
placed at one 
remove. It’s not 
enough to attend

The digital age is a 
viewfinder, a cushioned cup 
to press the meat against so 
we can experience the world. 

So even when there is 
something impressive and 
to show off, designers feel 
compelled to adorn it with 
gigabyte glitter. 

The View at The Shard 
begins with a mock-up photo 
opp. We’re placed atop the 
building before we’ve been up. 
A cacophony of meaningless 
images bamboozle in the 
flatscreen-fitted lift. It’s so 
deeply immersive. We learn 
nothing of the building or it’s 
construction. 

On the arrival floor, 
windows are blocked out by 


transferred cloudscapes. Don’t 
look now. 

Then it’s stairs to the indoor 
observation deck and the 
strangest digital paradox of 
them all. Arguably the best 
view in Western Europe 
stretches out before us. It’s 
immense. 

And we can explore it with 
digital telescopes - augmented 
reality. But wait, the live 
function doesn’t appear 
to work - we’re viewing 
pre-recorded images. 

It’s muzzling and grey 
so I decide to take the view 
on a clear London night. 
It’s 3.36pm. Apparently the 
view itself isn’t sufficiently 


impressive - thank goodness 
there’s choice. 

The deal is tickets and tea 
at the nearby London Bridge 
Hotel for £42.95pp. Served 
in its Quarter bar, the latter 
proves immaculate. The free 
glass of Champagne sees us 
infusing nicely in a corner and 
stuffing sandwiches. Perhaps 
I can alter the flavours with 
my phone.

Taking some tea by the Tower 


CITY TEA 


L ike the Canterbury Tales by Geoffrey 
Chaucer that inspired the venue's name, 
afternoon tea at The Perkin Reveller is 
far from orthodox. 

Staff at the restaurant, which nestles 
in a picture-perfect spot alongside Tower 
Bridge and the Tower of London, admit 
theirs is a "freestyle" take on a classic - 
with a more familiar menu in the pipeline. 

Despite a notable lack of delicate cake 
stands and fine china the inclusion of fish 
and chips shuttled out alongside mouth¬ 
watering slabs of gateau is worth making 
a pit stop for. Herb scones with salmon 
smoked on the premises and a side salad 
(£7.50) were absolutely delicious. 

Served up warm, they were light and 
fluffy, with plentiful helpings of soft fish 
and cream and a great accompaniment 
to the delicately-flavoured first flush 
Darjeeling tea (£3.50). 

My friend's rather more traditional 
scones, strawberry jam and clotted cream 
(£6.50) was equally well received, however. 
A generous slice of lemon drizzle cake

(£2.50) had a moreish, tangy taste but the 
signature gin jam cake (£3) was too heavy 
on cream and chocolate. A ginless wonder. 

If you're after a swift afternoon tea 
while on-the-go instead of a more lavish, 
indulgent affair, this is a competent 
solution.

ROAD TEST

The Wharf 

T he Mazda2 is the Japanese 
brand’s best-selling model 
in the UK even though 
it competes in the tough 
supermini sector. 

Competition for supermini sales 
is really fierce with all the major 
manufacturers having very decent 
products on offer but the little 
Mazda has a loyal following. 

The range starts at £10,995 
and every model features 
generous standard kit and five 
doors. 

It may have been on sale 
for a few years now but the 
current model is still very 
stylish and fresh looking and 
it is very well put together. It is built 
on the same platform as the Ford 
Fiesta and boasts decent dynamics. 

It has a sporty stance thanks to its 
sharp creases, nice lights and well- 
proportioned body. 

Inside the design is simple and the 


instruments are clear and easy to read. 
The dash mounted gear lever leaves 
space between the seats for a couple 
of cup holders and there are other 
cubbies for extra storage. 

The driving position is spot-on 
and the seats are comfortable. There 
is good all-round visibility and the 
model has all the latest safety features 
and enjoys a five-star Euro NCAP 
rating. 

Four adults can travel in comfort and 
there is a surprising amount of 
legroom in the rear. The boot is 
not huge at 250 litres but this 
expands to 787 litres with the 
rear seats folded. 

Mazda’s baby is great for 
driving about town but it 
is equally happy on twisty 
country roads and on 
motorways. 

The 1.3-litre engine in the test car 
took 13.6 seconds to reach 62mph and 
has a top speed of 107mph. 

The five-speed gearbox has a light 
change and the steering is nicely 
weighted. The car always feels agile 
and grips well when cornering at

speed. It feels composed in most situa¬ 
tions and the ride is comfortable if 
a little on the firm side. Economy 
is more than decent with a claimed 
combined figure of 56.5mpg although 
I averaged just under 50mpg. 

I drove the car in Tamura trim - one 
below the top level and it adds 16-inch 


alloys, side skirts and a rear spoiler, 
sports headlights, split folding rear 
seats, leather steering wheel with 
audio controls, extra speakers, body 
colour door handles and mirrors, side 
and curtain airbags and privacy glass 
over the standard TS Air Con model. 

Sensibly priced, handsome looking 


and well equipped the Mazda2 is value 
for money and has enough fizz to 
please keen drivers.

I want to win back 
to back marathons

Six-time gold winner 
says he’d be retired 
if there weren’t still 
challenges to meet

I t’s just a year since David Weir 
swept the board at the 2012 
Games but there’s no sign of 
the six-time gold medal winner 
slowing down. 

The wheelchair athlete is already 
preparing for his next major challenge 
in April - back-to-back marathons. 

‘Tve got the London Marathon and 
the day after I’m flying to Boston and 
my aim is to try to win both,” said 
Weir, speaking at a book signing event 
in Canary Wharf last week, organised 
by Waterstones. 

“It’s a big challenge, a tough 
challenge but if I didn’t have these 
challenges then I would have retired 
by now.” 

While high fitness levels will need 
to be maintained over the winter, 
preparation in earnest begins at the 
beginning of next year when Weir 
goes to month-long training camps in 
Australia and Portugal. 

It’s just back to business for the man 
who destroyed the competition at last 
year’s Paralympics. 

Victory in the 5,000m final was 
followed by successes in the 1,500m, 
800m and marathon. 

And while the manner of those wins 
looked easy, the preparation was far 
from it. Especially as David suffered 
a serious shoulder injury just months 
before the London Games.

“I went back to my old physio who 
promised me he’d get my shoulder 
fixed - and he delivered,” said Weir. 

“Within a couple of months I was 
doing weights again. I had belief and 
trust in the whole team, I loved every 
minute of the training. There were a lot 
of sacrifices though. I couldn’t have a 
sip of alcohol throughout Christmas. 
W W “I was training 

I Christmas Day 
whereas I usually 
have a week off 
with my kids. That 
year I made sure I 
didn’t have a day 
off. 

“I had to get 
everything right 
for that month. I remember getting 
on the podium and the first thing I 
thought of was those -IOC conditions 
at Richmond Park.” 

It led to the perfect Games for 
the man who also won two golds in 
Beijing four years earlier. Not only 
was it the success on home turf but

the fact the Paralympics had captured 
the imagination of the British public. 
It was a far cry from his first Games in 
Atlanta 1996, which saw him turn his 
back on athletics. 

“I always knew everything - the 
village and the stadium - would be 
perfect in London,” he said. “But would 
we sell out? 

“In China they were made to go, in 
Athens it was schoolchildren, Sydney 
was probably the best, but I didn’t 
go to that and, in Atlanta, you could 
count the crowd. So there was always 
that doubt. 

“But Lord Coe in every interview 
said ‘Olympics and Paralympics’. We 
were never left out. We were always 
in people’s minds. Getting the rights 
for Channel 4 as well was great. 
The BBC did a good job but we were 
always second best and Channel 4 
really promoted us. 

“I saw the crowds for swimming 
and thought that’s great but when 
I had my first heat, I was last one 
out, and as I came out all you could 
see is top tier pockets and when you 
couldn’t see one empty seat that was 
the biggest buzz ever.” 

His book The Weirwolf: My Story 
charts the ups and downs over the life 
of the Surrey born athlete, who was 
born with a spinal cord transection 
that left him unable to walk. 

He admitted it was hard to write 
about the parts of his life even his 
parents didn’t know about but said he 
hoped the book would inspire others. 

He has already done that through 
his recently formed Weir Archer 
Academy. 

“Since 2012 there’s been an influx of 
athletes, not just wheelchair racing 
but all groups. There are a lot of young 
British people coming through.”

Q l'm a first-time buyer. I 
know what I am looking 
for but I am worried when 
I view properties I'm too 
superficial. Do you have a rough 
guideline of what I should be 
taking note of? 


A Although being a 

first-time buyer can be 
scary, so long as you are 
armed with the right informa¬ 
tion you should be fine. 

Most people decide on a 
property within 15 seconds of 
entering - whether it's for them 
or not. 

But it's vital to get a clear and 
sensible appreciation of what 
you're buying into. Do not be 
not charmed by cosmetics or 
glossy brochures. 

Ask yourself whether the 
property requires updating. 

Are any problems with it simply

cosmetic or will more serious 
work be involved? 

If it's a period building, is it 
listed or in a conservation area? 
Are the rooms big enough for 
your requirements, and will your 
furniture fit? 

If you like the property and 
are considering offering, make 
sure you ask what is and isn't 
included in the sale. 

You should also ask what the 
owner usually pays for electricity, 
gas and water. Is the boiler gas 
or electric and is there central 
heating? How old is the boiler? 

It's always good to know the 
reason why the seller's selling 
too. 

Other questions to put on your 
checklist include is there a loft 
and if so is it insulated? Are the 
windows double glazed? Has 
the property been altered in any 
way and, if so, are the relevant 
planning consents available to 
inspect? Are there any signs of 
subsidence such as major cracks 
in the walls? 

Ask the agent and wait for a 
response before bidding.
